TURKEY SUPPLY 
NORMAL FOR YEAR 


MANHATTAN, KANS., Nov. 25.— 
That there will be a normal turkey 
crop throughout the middle west this 
season is the belief of hundreds of 
shippers in Texas, Oklahoma, Kan­ 
sas, Missouri, Nebraska and Iowa, ac­ 
cording to L. F. Payne of the poultry 
husbandry department of Kansas 
State Argrlcultural College. Reports 
from states east of the Mississippi 
river indicate a reduction in the num­ 
ber of turkeys raised. The shortage 
in that territory will, readily absorb 
any surplus in other sections, 
Mr. 
Payne believes. 
Prices, 
he 
said 
probably will not be any lower than 
a year ago when turkeys sold for 30 
to 40 cents per pound in the middle 
west. 
“The least indication of a short 
turkey crop always stimulates bid­ 
ding on the part of both the receiv­ 
er and the shipper,” Payne said. 
“The price ofetn goes beyond the 
limit of safety and».ihe birds must 
either be sold at a sacrifice or placed 
in storage. 
This is what hapepned 
last year, and as a result the storage 
holdings for September 1922 
were 
3,197.000 pounds of turkeys, compar­ 
ed with 2,917,330 pounds 
for 
the 
same date 1921. Just what effect the 
surplus storage holding will have on 
the price of the new crop is proble­ 
matical. The weather and season is 
always an importan factor in con­ 
nection with t*ie turkey market. Op­ 
en, late falls and mild winters afford 
good ranging conditions resulting in 
poorly fleshed light turkeys of infer­ 
ior quality, while an 
early winter 
with plenty of snow restricts exer­ 
cise to the yard, resulting in a min­ 
imum exercise and a laying on of 
flesh, weight and quality. 
“The constantly decreasing num­ 
ber of turkeys raised throughout the 
country, together with the exorbitant 
prices, has turned 
the 
consuming 
public toward the capon as a substi­ 
tute. 


FAYETTE, MO., Nov. 25.—Poultry 
breeders of Missouri and the adjoin­ 
ing states are expected to have ex­ 
hibits at the thirtieth annual exhibi­ 
tion of the Missouri poultry show, 
which will be held December 12 to 
16, inclusive. 
According to an 
announcement 
made today, the show will be cooped 
in a well-lighted structure, with uni­ 
form cooping throughout. A compre­ 
hensive educational exhibit and lec­ 
ture program has 
been arranged. 
During the meeting the annual ban­ 
quet of the Missouri state Poult ryas- 
sociation will be held, to which all 
exhibitors will be invited. The ban­ 
quet will be given Thursday evening, 
December 14. 
One of the features of the show 
will be the “sales department.” The 
object of this feature, it was stated, 
is to serve the public in obtaining 
breeding stock and to assist th*1 


breeders and exhibitors in disposing 
their stock. There is no charge for 
this service.

Smith, Stillwater, Okla.; and H. M. 
Woods, Canton, 111. 
Entries will close December 4 and

THE PRESIDENT TO ACT. 
The president, it is reported in telegraph 
dispatches from Washington, is thoroughly 
aroused over the wide-spread and, practic­ 
ally open violations 
of 
the 
eighteenth j 
amendment and Volstead enforcement act, » 
and he and his advisors are contemplating 
drastic measures to cure the situation. 
The subject has been taken up in a cab­ 
inet meeting where it occupied the entire* 
session, and is considered of such great im- i 
portance that special efforts will be made 
by the very highest officers of the govern­ 
ment to find a means, effective and e ffic -’ 
ient of enforcement. 
The ethical aspect of the situation i s : 
giving the government officials deep con­ 
cern and they feel that the moral sense of 
the nation is being undermined to a degree 
that will eventually lead to a contempt of ! 
all laws, should the present general atti­ 
tude toward these particular ones continue. 
There can be no question but that the 
alarm felt by the government is entirely 
justified. 
Despite the strenuous assertions* 
ol many of the leaders of the dry movement 
that prohibition is being enforced just as 
thoroughly as are 
all 
other laws, it is 
known by men who are 
in touch 
with 
conditions that liquor is being made and 
sold 
almost 
without 
let 
or 
hindrance 
in 
all 
communities 
of 
the 
land. 
In 
the larger cities, of course, the thing isf 
being done in greater volume than in the! 
smaller, but even in the latter the traffic is 
constant and continuous. 
Sedalia is no ex­ 
ception to this rule and there is no sense in 
denying it. 
Despite 
raids 
and 
arrests, 
court convictions, fines and jail sentences, 
there is never a time that the stuff cannot ! 
be obtained by the drink or by the b ottle,1 
by the quart or by the keg, by those who 
possess the 
where-with-all, 
regardless of 
sex or age. The cost is greater and the qual­ 
ity poorer than of old, that is all. 
There 
is no gainsaying this and there is no use 
closing our eyes to the fact. 
Men have grown rich right here in S^da- 
lia selling whiskey during the past four! 
years. 
We ali know 
this 
because these 
men take no pains to conceal the evidence 
of their riches. 
The law is held in con­ 
tempt by buyer and seller; both are-equally 
guilty and both are inculcating into their 
own minds a like attitude toward all laws. 
And 
this 
is 
the 
condition 
pravailing 
throughout the nation. 
In 
time, 
if this 
state of affairs continues, we must expect 
a breaking down of law observance gen-; 
erally— it can not be otherwise. 
And after 
that the deluge. 
The president of the United States, rec- j 
ognizes this deplorable situation and has; 
set himself the task of correcting it. 
But ¡ 
can he? 
Is it to be hoped he will find the 
means. 
But if he does 
not, 
what then? 
Are we to go on as we now are going, with 
an ever-increasing disregard of the consti­ 
tution and the statute laws of the country 
until we become a nation of law breakers 
unashamed? 
The question is a serious one 
and calls for the 
best 
thought 
and the 
strongest endeavor of those to whpm the 
fuiure of the nation and the race is dear. 


CALLOUS INDIFFERENCE. 
It would seem as if the conscience of hu­ 
manity, regardless of creed, in this coun­ 
try has been aroused by the apathy and 
seeming indifference of the administration 
in its attitude in the present Turkish situa­ 
tion and toward the future of the minority 
peoples whose fate will be settled by the

stantinople and Thrace, 
from 
which 
countries

order to save their lives.

rights, how

incumbent 
upon us is it to hold human life sacred 
for the defenseless. 
“The sentiment of this country will 
never sanction a policy which holds

“America owes it to herself to call

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Tin* full significance of the m ili­ 
tary participation 
of 
the American 
army was felt only in 1913. Towards 
the end of March 191.8 the German 
troops 
had 
succeeded in breaking 
through the 
enem y 
front 
on both 
sides 
of St. Quentin. 
The 
entente 
felt itself directly threatened. Lloyd 
George in person appealed to "Wilson 
imploring hastening of the shipment 
of troops to France. 
Now w as tho 
tim e that Holland was compelled to 
furnish 
the 
necessary 
shipping. 
W hile a little earlier they had intend­ 
ed not to send the troops^orward un­ 
til October, now tjiey could not send 
them over fast enough. 
The impor­ 
tance of the American army to the 
entente, and its 
decisive 
influence 
upon the ending of the war is mxde 
plain. 
The conditions after the rupture of 
the lines at Chemin des Dames was 
typical. 
The 
three 
minister-p resi­ 
dents of France, England and Italy 
wrote to W ilson June 2, 1918, with 
the consent of Foch: 
“There is the 
greatest danger that the w*ar will be 
lost, in the numerical inferiority' of 
the allies is not remedied by the 
speedy 
com ing 
of 
the 
American 
troops. 
the dependence oí the entente upon 
American aid. 
That the numerical 
superiority of the Allies did not exist 
at the beginning of June, 1918 is also 
established by this appeal. 
M eanwhile 
American 
troops had 
appeared in the fall of 1917 at the 
front, between Metz and St. Mihiel. 
If I am not mistaken, this was the 
first American division. 
In the lim 


ageness on July 19, 1918. 
But th« 
attack ceased—for what reason wi 
never knew. 
In any case the Ger­ 
man troops stationed south bf the 
Aisne and Vesle were saved from a 
great danger by this cessation. 
It is admitted that on account of 
the part taken by the American roops 
in the fighting of June and July, 1918 
the campaign was 
deeply affected. 
We must also take into consideration 
the fact that by this incoming of the 
very 
large 
number 
of 
American 
troops on quiet fronts the entente 
troops could either rest up, or be 
transferred to other 
places 
where 
fighting was going on. 
W ithout the 
American troops on the side of their 
opponents the Germans would have 
been m asters of the field, and the 
war would have ended in their favor 
no later than 1918. 
My conviction 1s 
w ell supported by the letter of the 
minister-presidents 
of 
England, 
France and Italy of June 2, 1918. 
The part taken by the Americans
